We fired a couple of 
rockets, however, to show that tho signals of 
distress had been’ seen, and we stood by, about 
two miler off, till morning, During the night, 
those on watch lighted flares every fow minutes 
to keop the poor fellows’ hearts up. At daybreak. 
when we were uble to’ take in the situation, 
it, Way seen to be impossible to get the erew off 
on tho south side of the shoal, The wreck was 
standing perfectly upright on the reef, about 
fifty feet from the edge, just like a vessel 
in dock, ‘Tho water around her, only 18 inches 
deep, was perfectly culm, but at the edge of the 
reef the rolling waves roared loudly os they 
broke into snow-like foam, and covered the 
water in the vicinity with froth, The only 
thing to bo done, under the circumstances, was 
tosteam around to leowurd of the shoul and 
try our ‘luck there, This we did, and 
about a cable's length from the 
coral.. The -shoul is s. great ledge of 
coral, 13 miles long. and'34 miles wide, rising 


precipitously out of the dopths jof ‘the ocean: 


Taking soundings over edge one would find 
a sheor drop of 100 fathoms.. The reef itself is 


just covered by water. In tho contre is o large 
logoon, or Inke.

Baron Gordon had to cross this shoal with their

I 
finally hauled.up the three boats—that was four 
boats in all—pnd headed for * ongkong. All the

Altogether my ship was 
delayod 36 hours. I might mention, by the way. 
thatthere are three wrecks on Bombay Shoal, not 
counting tho Baron Gordon—they are wrecks no 
mention of which is made on the chart. 

Capt. Crocker, of the Baron Gordon, 


“describes his disaster thus:— 


‘Wo. left Hongkong for Sourabaya (Jura) 
on the 20th ult, of ono o'clock in the 
afternoon. ‘We were in’ ballest, but had 
some 1,200 tons of bunker coal aboard. 
At the ontset fino weather was, experienced. 
On Saturday night (30th ult.), however, 
the “breeze started to freshen, The baro- 
meter seemed to keep] pretty stoady thropgh. 
At ten to. three on Sunday’ morning 
it suddenly dropped half-a-tenth. Thereabouts, 
also, the wind shifted from the east to the 
E.N.E.; blowing in fitful. gusts. I ‘could see 
we were in for it—it was atyphoon, We 
encountered fierce squalls accompanied by blind- 
ing rain, 80 thick was-the weather that one 
could not see the forecastle-head from the 
bridge, and even during the short intervals be- 
tween sytalls the wind blew with frightful foree. 
'Tremondons seas tossed the ship about, so 
that tho engines raced almost continuously.

THE MAKING OF PIANOS 
IN HONGKONG.

‘When one hears for the first time of’ piano- 
fortes being manufuctured in Hongkong, the 
infomnation is apt te create considerable sar- 
prise, Why it should do go it would perhaps 
not be easy tosutisfactorily explain. The irrecon- 
cilubility of the musical tastes of the Oriental 
with those of the Occidental may sufiice to 
provoke'a smile at the idea of Chiness workmen 
being employed to munufacture the modern 
piano, but when we reflect upon it there appears 
no reason Why, under the necessary Enropean 
supervision, the Chinese workman should not 
be as good ut making the various parts of the 
piano as he is in contributing in the building of 
a ship, or a modern European qaansion. 
Primarily in themaking of a piano, as in the 
building of a ship. everything deponds upon 
the designer, and the overseer whose duty it is to 
seo that the work proceeds in strict accordance 
with the desizn. It is scarcely necessary to 
say that a thoroughly competent and practical’ 
plano-maker needs to have a scientific and 
practicalknowledgeof thehighest order, as well'us. 
most thorough training. He must be a master of 
acoustics, 0 as to be able to draw a scale, as on 
this largely depends the tone of the mstrumont ; 
hhe must have o. thoroughly musical ear, and 2 
siusical eflucation. In addition ho must have 
knowledge of the relative grades ond 
yalues of ail the raw. material employed 
in the construction of the pinno. Such « 
combination of knowledge is not porsessed by 
even the bust of Chineso workmen. Their 
work has to he specialised, and in their several 
departments they are “trained to a degree of 
efficiency which compares 4avourably in the
